The F'armers’ Union had two pools 
of tobaceo. ('r ttendeo's product in the 
main, although there was some little 
tobacc I in each pool from Webster 
and Union eouoties. The pool at 
Marion contained about tiOO, 000 
pounds of tobacco. This was sold 
by the F'armers' Uoion at from $9 
down lo tfi for good and lugs and 
three for the trash. It is said by 
expert tobaoco men that the average 
for this pool will not be lo exceed 
six cents — ao diaappointiog is the 
present crop in quality. 

The second pool eondiictcd under 
the auspices of Ihe F'armers' Union 
was at Sullivan, nexr the Crittenden 
line, in Union oounty. This pool 
oontained, say, 300,000 pounds of 
tobaoco, which was recently sold al 
li 3.4 .lents average. 

.kll the tobacco in Muhlenberg 
oounty was sold at from $9 down to 
f.'i for good and lugs and $3 for the 
trash. 

.And so with Ihe counties of Da. 
viess, Hancoek, Breckenridge, Mo 
Lean and Ohio. Three Assooiations 
in which was pooled the product of 
those counties sold the pooled Inhae. 
CO at from $!f down to 9,*) for good 
and lugs and down lo 93 for trash. 
Average say li cents nr a fraetion 
more. 

In all the (Jreen river country the 
Stemming Association has made the 
host sale of I9U!t tobacco, namely. 
Seven cents average.

lions. -all going it alone — without a 
sembIsDCc of co. operation.

“I congratulate the people of 
North (Carolina that neit the state of 
Mississippi, it has a population more 
devoted to the soil and its cultivation 
than any other state in the I'nited 
States. Voudo not have large cities, 
and I do not think that a defect at 
all in your civilisation. The fact is 
that the tendency toward concentre, 
tion of population in the cities is a 
tendency that ought to be restrained. 

“Country life ought to be made 
more comfortable and attractive. 

The pursuit of agriculture, the pro- 
fession of farming to day, may well 
attract the mental and manual activ- 
ity of men of the highest education, 
of the highest culture, and of the 
highest ambition. " 

It was in these words that Presi- 
dent Taft, in the course of his fa- 
mous “swing around the circle", ad- 
dressed the people at Wilmington, 
North Carolina. Wiih tbe facility 
of all public men for touching upon 
something locally ot vital interest, 
he picked out a subject that is very 
near the hearts of the great rural 
population. He was following the 
lead of his strenuous predecessor 
in office, who focussed public at- 
tention upon the farm problem leas 
then a year ago, when appointed a 
commission to investigate and report 
upon conditions of country life. 

In the opinion of many, .Mr. Taft, 
in again awakening tbe farm life 
problem, has “bit tbe nail on the 
head." 

How to keep the boy on the farm— 
this is but one phase of tbe great 
(|aestion that has so long occupied 
tbe attention of men in public and 
private life. 

Tbe movement to the city of bovs 
bred in tbe country has always been 
viewed with considerable alarm. 

Such a movement if it became too 
general would result in two great 
evils--overcrowding in city slums 
and lowering the standard of work 
on the farms. 

What’s to be done? If young pen. 
pie are discontented at home, and 
think more opportunities are to he bad 
in tbe cities, it they find farm work 
a drudgery and the social life of the 
country irksome and monotonous, is 

there not some remedy? To remove 

• 

tbe cause of discontent would seem 
to be the best soluiiou. It may be 
recorded here that so successful have 
been efforts to make life on the farms 
more profitable and aiiraciive that 
danger of any serious exodus to the 
cities is a thing of the past. 

The farms to-day have many ad- 
vantages that a g«>neration ago were 
not known. Most of them are 
reached by the rural mail, the good j 
roads movement has spread wonder 
fully, newspapers and farm journals 
have extended their educative intlu- 
enoe, aud the rural relephone has or- 
gaizil 'hi g'fltt bil y of farmers 
and brought them to a better knowl. 
edge of each other, 

Tbia one agency. -tbe telepbone- 
has done more, perhaps, than any- 
thing else to promote the businefs 
and home welfare of all the farmers. 
Through all the great mediums of 
publicity tbe truths eoneerniog its 
power for good hsve been told to the 
country population. The Western 
BIcctric Compaoy, ihe largest manu- 
facturer of telephones in the world, 
dialributed instructive literature on 
the farm telephone supjoit through- ^ 
out the rural districts. Farmers 
were shown how ea-ily rursi line- I
